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1 . WE INFORMED UK DEL OF US VIEWS (REFTEL) ON NAC 
BRIEFING ON CTB NEGOTIATIONS. UK DEL HAS NOW INFORMED 
US THAT LONDON HOPES IT MIGHT BE POSSIBLE FOR BOTH US 
AND UK EXPERTS TO ATTEND NAC BRIEFING, SO THAT BOTH 
COULD RESPOND TO QUESTIONS. TO FACILITATE ATTENDANCE 
BY US EXPERT, LONDON SUGGESTS DELAYING BRIEFING UNTIL 
AFTER RESUMPTION OF NEXT ROUND OF NEGOTIATIONS IN 
GENEVA. 

2. COMMENT: BEST TIME FOR BRIEFING WOULD LIKELY BE 
AT A REGULAR WEDNESDAY MEETING, IF US EXPERT WOULD 
COME FROM GENEVA AS LONDON SUGGESTS. NAC SCHEDULE 
WILL BE QUITE FULL IN MAY WITH PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
SUMMIT, SO BRIEFING SHOULD BE SCHEDULED FOR EARLIEST 
CONVENIENT DATE. IF PRESSURE OF WORK IN GENEVA MAKES 
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IT DIFFICULT FOR US EXPERT TO ATTEND, A WRITTEN 
BREIFING WOULD, WE BELIEVE, SATISFY NEED TO KEEP THE 
ALLIES INFORMED. WE SUGGEST THAT US AND UK EXPERTS 
WORK OUT DETAILS WITH DELEGATIONS HERE AFTER RETURN
